This remarkable volume was first brought to notice by Dr. 
J. F. Payen, who published a transcription of Montaigne’s 
contributions to it, with a short commentary, in his Documents 
inédits sur Montaigne, No. 3, Parts, 1855. It belonged at that 
time to M. Octave. de la Rese, who “la choisit..—~. dans Ja 
succession de M. Ségur, descendant, par les femmes, d’Eléonore 
de Montaigne ’’ (Montaigne’s daughter). Dr. Payen’s pamphiet, 
of which only 100 copies were printed, soon disappeared from 
circulation and the Diary appears to have been virtually for- 
gotten (though occasionally referred to by editors such as 
M. Bonnefon) until three years ago, when it was described 
and illustrated in an article ‘by M. René Johannet im 
L’ Illustration (Feb. 27, 1932). 


The book allots to each day of the year a page, on which 
important historical anniversaries are printed, with a wide 
blank space below for the use of the owner. It seems first to 
have belonged to Michel de Montaigne’s father, to whom the 
entry of his birth (probably the first made in the book) may 
doubtless be attributed :— 

Feb. 28 [1533] Hoc die circiter horam undecimam ante m[erjidiem 
natus est Petro Eiquemio M{on}tano et Antonina Lopessia nobilibus 
pa[ren]tibus Michael Eiquemius Montanus in confinis Burdigalensii et 


Petragor[den]sium in domo paterna Montano a[nno] a Christo nato 15[33] 
latina coOputat[ione]. 


His own entries begin with the birth of his father (Sept. 29, 
1495) and others no doubt set down some time after the event. 
But most are clearly notes of events written as they occurred. 
The number of his daughters (of whom most died in infancy) 
and their birthdays are known only from the record here. 
The laconic entries to some extent support his statement in 
the Essays :—‘‘j’en ai perdu 2 ou 3 en nourrice, sinon sans 
regret, au moins sans facherie’’: but the details carefully 
added of names, godparents and sometimes hurried christ- 
enings suggest more tender feelings than those which he 
chose to reveal. The note of his father’s death (June 18, 
1568), specifying the survival of ‘5 afans males,’ leaves open 
to conjecture the manner of his succession (being, as he tells 
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us elsewhere, a third son) to the family estates. Allusions to 
the deaths of friends are of interest, though we look in vain 
for La Boétie (the leaf for Aug. 18 is missing). On Aug. 6, 
1580, for example, he notes the death of M. de Grammont 
(husband of ‘‘ la belle Corisandre’’ to whom he dedicated a 
chapter) at the siege of La Fére, ‘“‘ moi etat au dt. siege.”’ 
This remark, as Dr. Payen points out, throws much light on 
Montaigne’s statement in the Essays that he had been a 
soldier: his attendance at this siege being undertaken casually 
(as was doubtless his other service) and as a brief interruption 
to his journey to Italy. His appointment to the Order of 
St. Michael, chronicled under Oct. 28, 1571, is known from other 
sources ; but for his position as ‘“‘ gentilhomme de la chambre ”’ 
to the King of Navarre the entry of Nov. 29, 1577, appears 
to be the sole authority.

One of his longest entries refers to Henry’s first visit to 
him at Montaigne, on Dec. 19, 1584, on terms of intimacy 
which evidently much pleased him :—“‘le roy .. . fut deux 
iours serui de mes lans sans auci de ses officiers il n’y souffrit 
ny essai ny couuert ”’ (z.e. did not use his own dinner service 
or have the food tasted before partaking of it) “et dormit 
dans mon lit.”” [See ILLUSTRATION. | 


A record to which, from its length and careful neatness, 
he clearly attached importance, is the somewhat startling one 
of his imprisonment in the Bastille on July 10, 1588. This is 
the more interesting in that it is twice repeated with differences 
of wording, having first been written, by mistake, under July 20. 
[See FRONTISPIECE. | 


His election as Mayor of Bordeaux is duly mentioned, 
Aug. 1, 1581, with the King’s approval on Nov. 26, and his 
re-election two years later. 


In 1588 he speaks of infirmity, but in 1590 has the satis- 
faction of chronicling the marriage of his only surviving 
daughter Eléonore to Francois de la Tour; and 1591 sees 
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him trace, though with an uncertain pen, the birth of a grand- 
child. Another hand then takes up the record :— 


Cefre AMAL ete: 2 yyrmHye 


Later entries show the book in regular use by his 
descendants, of successive families, until 1709, when the birth 
of Jacques de Ségur brings it to a close. From the de Ségurs 
it passed, a century and a half later, to M. de la Rose, who 
first had it published. 


It would be difficult to exaggerate the interest of this 
essentially intimate and private record of a man whose in- 
fluence on English as well as French literature needs no 
emphasis, and who is almost entirely known by what he in- 
tended others to read. ‘“‘ Un tel document,’ to use the words 
of M. Johannet, “ne concerne pas seulement l’intimité d’un 
des écrivains fran¢ais les plus originaux, celui qui a touché 
Shakespeare, influencé Nietzsche et conditionné Pascal, il 
rejoint encore l'histoire de France.”

This remarkable volume was first brought to notice by Dr. 
J. F. Payen, who published a transcription of Montaigne’s 
contributions to it, with a short commentary, in his Documents 
inédits sur Montaigne, No. 3, Parts, 1855. It belonged at that 
time to M. Octave de la Rose, who “la choisit . . . dans la 
succession de M. Ségur, descendant, par les femmes, d’Eléonore 
de Montaigne ” (Montaigne’s daughter). Dr. Payen’s pamphlet, 
of which only 100 copies were printed, soon disappeared from 
circulation and the Diary appears to have been virtually for- 
gotten (though occasionally referred to by editors such as 
M. Bonnefon) until three years ago, when it was described 
and < illustrated:‘in an: article by--M.<: René’ Johannet in 
E’Tllustration (Peb. 27, 1932): 


The book allots to each day of the year a page, on which 
important historical anniversaries are printed, with a wide 
blank space below for the use of the owner. It seems first to 
have belonged to Michel de Montaigne’s father, to whom the 
entry of his birth (probably the first made in the book) may 
doubtless be attributed :— 

Feb. 28 [1533] Hoc die circiter horam undecimam ante m[er]idiem 
natus est Petro Eiquemio M[on]tano et Antonina Lopessia nobilibus 
pa[ren]tibus Michael Eiquemius Montanus in confinis Burdigalensiti et 


Petragor[den]sium in domo paterna Montano a[nno] a Christo nato 15/33] 
latina cOputatiione]. 


His own entries begin with the birth of his father (Sept. 29, 
1495) and others no doubt set down some time after the event. 
But most are clearly notes of events written as they occurred. 
The number of his daughters (of whom most died in infancy) 
and their birthdays are known only from the record here. 
The laconic entries to some extent support his statement in 
the Essays :—“‘ j’en ai perdu 2 ou 3 en nourrice, sinon sans 
regret, au moins sans facherie’’: but the details carefully 
added of names, godparents and sometimes hurried christ- 
enings suggest more tender feelings than those which he 
chose to reveal. The note of his father's death (June 18, 
1568), specifying the survival of “5 afans males,” leaves open 
to conjecture the manner of his succession (being, as he tells 
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us elsewhere, a third son) to the family estates. Allusions to 
the deaths of friends are of interest, though we look in vain 
for La Boétie (the leaf for Aug. 18 is missing). On Aug. 6, 
1580, for example, he notes the death of M. de Grammont 
(husband of “la belle Corisandre’’ to whom he dedicated a 
chapter) at the siege of La Fére, ‘“‘ moi etat au dt. siege.”’ 
This remark, as Dr. Payen points out, throws much light on 
Montaigne’s statement in the Essays that he had been a 
soldier: his attendance at this siege being undertaken casually 
(as was doubtless his other service) and as a brief interruption 
to his journey to Italy. His appointment to the Order of 
St. Michael, chronicled under Oct. 28, 1571, is known from other 
sources ; but for his position as ‘‘ gentilhomme de la chambre ”’ 
to the King of Navarre the entry of Nov. 29, 1577, appears 
to be the sole authority.

One of his longest entries refers to Henry’s first visit to 
him at Montaigne, on Dec. 19, 1584, on terms of intimacy 
which evidently much pleased him :—"“ le roy ... fut deux 
iours serui de mes ians sans auci de ses officiers il n’y souffrit 
ny essai ny couuert’”’ (z.e. did not use his own dinner service 
or have the food tasted before partaking of it) ‘“‘ et dormit 
dans mon lit.” [See ILLUSTRATION. | 





A record to which, from its length and careful neatness, 
he clearly attached importance, is the somewhat startling one 
of his imprisonment in the Bastille on July 10, 1588. This is 
the more interesting in that it is twice repeated with differences 
of wording, having first been written, by mistake, under July 20.

His election as Mayor of Bordeaux is duly mentioned, 
Aug. 1, 1581, with the King’s approval on Nov. 26, and his 
re-election two years later. 


In 1588 he speaks of infirmity, but in 1590 has the satis- 
faction of chronicling the marriage of his only surviving 
daughter Eléonore to Francois de la Tour; and 1591 sees 
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him trace, though with an uncertain pen, the birth of a grand- 
child. Another hand then takes up the record :—

Later entries show the book in regular use by his 
descendants, of successive families, until 1709, when the birth 
of Jacques de Ségur brings it to a close. From the de Ségurs 
it passed, a century and a half later, to M. de la Rose, who 
first had it published. 


It would be difficult to exaggerate the interest of this 
essentially intimate and private record of a man whose in- 
fluence on English as well as French literature needs no 
emphasis, and who is almost entirely known by what he in- 
tended others to read. ‘‘ Un tel document,” to use the words 
of M. Johannet, “ne concerne pas seulement l’intimité d’un 
des écrivains fran¢ais les plus originaux, celui qui a touché 
Shakespeare, influencé Nietzsche et conditionné Pascal, il 
rejoint encore l’histoire de France.”
